AUGUST  UNIFOPnM  PRICE  $5.07 


Dairy  farmers  who  delivered  Grade  "A”  milk  to  handlers  subject  to  the 
Fort  Wayne  milk  order  in  August  1966  will  receive  a minimum  uniform  price  of 
$5.07  per  hundredweight  for  milk  testing  3.5%,  subject  to  a butterfat  differ- 
ential of  8.5  cents.  The  minimum  price  is  also  subject  to  a 4 cents  per 
hundredweight  marketing  service  deduction  to  nonmembers,  authorized  hauling 
charges,  and  location  differentials. 

The  $5.07  price  for  August  1966  is  15  cents  above  the  July  1966  price, 
and  93  cents  above  the  August  1965  price. 

PRODUCER  RECEIPTS  AND  UTILIZATION 

There  were  826  approved  producers  who  shipped  22,243,895  pounds  of  milk 
to  the  Fort  Wayne  market  during  August  1966  of  which  15,954,868  pounds  or 
71.7%  was  utilized  in  Class  I by  14  pooled  handlers.  Class  I utilization 
was  up  3.31%  from  July.  On  a volume  basis,  production  was  up  1.3%  and 
Class  I utilization  of  producer  milk  was  up  6.15%  from  July  1966. 

SEPTEMBER  CLASS  I PRICE  $5.60 

The  August  basic  formula  price  of  $4.26  (Wisconsin-Minnesota  Series) 
was  increased  by  the  standard  differential  of  $1.20  and  further  increased  by 
a supply-demand  adjustment  of  $0.14  to  establish  the  Fort  Wayne  Class  I price 
for  September.  This  price  of  $5.60  is  21  cents  more  than  the  August  Class  I 
price .

The  Market  Administrator  announced  the  following  estimated  utilization 
percentages  for  the  month  of  August  for  use  in  allocating  bulk  milk  receipts 
from  other  Federal  markets:

$53,891.62  from  "Louisville  Plan"  money  will  be  added  to  the  pool  value 
of  producer  milk  in  computing  the  blend  price  for  each  of  the  months  of 
September,  October,  and  November.  Interest  of  $2,499.41  was  earned  on  the 
money  withheld  in  May  and  June  and  is  included  in  the  above  figure.  The 
deduction  provision  was  suspended  for  April  1966.
